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‘ Voters pick city, park & village leaders

While most incumbents fared well in 
Quad-City area voting Tuesday, two 
Granite City aldermen fell to 
challengers, one by only three votes 
and the other by a more than two-to-one 
margin. 

Alderman Walter Milton, chairman 
of the city council's finance committee, 
lost by only three votes in the city’s 
Sixth Ward to Woodrow ‘‘Woody”’ Moad 
in a three-way race which showed Moad 
with 549 votes, Milton with 546 and Ross 
Halbrook with 235. Milton also was a 
key member of the city’s negotiating 
committee 

Fourth Ward Alderman Warren 
Decatur, another member of the 
finance committee, also lost his bid for 
re-election. Phillip Miller tallied 928 
votes to 356 for Decatur in a race that 
was marked by many factors 

Decatur lost favor with both the fac- 
tions headed by Mayor Paul Schuler 
and by the Partney family when he ran 
for mayor against Schuler and Daniel 
Partney in 1981 

The city's sewage treatment plant 
also may have been a major element in 
Decatur’s defeat. Miller has a brother 
who works at the treatment plant and 
employees there contend that Decatur 
has been using the plant as a “whipping 
boy” for politics since the 1981 city elec- 
tion. Some employees at the treatment 
plant told the Press-Record they plann- 
ed to -actively campaign against 
Decatur and for Miller. 

Former Fifth Ward Alderman Lloyd 
Bailey easily won the right to return to 
the council, gaining more votes than his 
two ‘opponents combined. Bailey tallied 
393 votes, Barbara Elmore 193 and La 
Verna Corbitt 134 votes in that race 
Mrs. Margaret Nonn is retiring from 
the position 

There was no opposition in the other 
four city wards or for the city’s 
superintendent of streets, Mac Wa 
field. Warfield tallied 4,604 votes to re- 


tain his post for another four years. He 
has been serving by appointment since 
former superintendent Lionel Portell 
resigned to accept a similar post in St 
Peters, Mo. 

Unopposed aldermen re-elected were 
Everett Morlen in the First Ward with 
228 votes, Samuel Whitmer in the Se- 
-cond Ward with 405 votes, Paul Fisk in 
the Third Wardewith 346 and Michael 
Modrusic in the Seventh Ward with 732 
votes. 

MADISON RESULTS 

In Madison, incumbents won re- 
election in a campaign which showed 
general support for the current city ad- 
ministration. The Press-Record en. 
dorsements suggested that those 
satisfied with the city’s current direc- 
tion vote for the incumbents and those 
dissatisfied with the administration 
vote for the challengers. 

Administration-backed candidate 
Paul Ashford, incumbent, tallied 300 
voles to earn re-election in Madison's 
First Ward. Challenger Frank Marsala 
garnered 224 and Alfred Endicott, who 
had withdrawn from the race, received 
15 votes 

In the Second Ward, Robert Grieve. 
who had the backing of the city a 
ministration, tallied 285 voted to defeat 
Jim Riskovsky with 109 votes and 
Thomas George, 226 votes. 

Alderman William Gushleff in the 
new Third Ward defeated challenger 
W. F. “Mick” Strange with 311 votes to 
223 for Strange 

Incumbent Alderman Donald Gar- 
rett, who was unopposed in Madison's 
Fourth Ward, earned re-election with at 
least 121 votes. Madison city officials 
said they did not keep track of Garrett's 
votes, since he did not have opposition 

BALLOTING IN VENICE 

In Venice, Incumbent First Ward 
Alderman Phillip Daniels defeated 
Willie Johnson 120 votes to 89. 

In the Second Ward, George 
Mangiaracino, the incumbent, defeated

WATER SLIDE APPROVED 

Venice Park District voters approved 
a $200,000 bond issue to build a water 
slide, bumper boat area, concession 
stand and bathhouse and to make 
general improvements in Lee Park 
The voters cast 605 yes votes on the pro- 
position to 536 no votes. 

They also supported the incumbent 
park board member who was most 
vocal in support of the water slide, Earl 
Hogan, who defeated Thomas Scaturro 
for a six-year term on the Venice Park 
Board by a vote of 602 to 427 

Calvin Ratliff, who was unopposed 
for a four-year term on the park board, 
tallied ‘otes 

GC PARK BOARD RESULTS 

Two incumbents won new six-year 
terms on the Granite City Park Board, 
but challenger Nancy Sanders defeated 
incumbent Richard Reinhardt for the 
two-year unexpired term with 3,000 
votes to 1,826. Reinhardt had been serv- 
ing by appointment since March 1982. 

Incumbents John ‘‘Jeff"’ Worthen 
with 3,455 votes and Barry Loman with 
2,746 votes defeated challengers Gary 
Grandidier, who had 1,295 votes, 
Augustia Bristol with 492 and her h 
band, Jerry Bristol, who tallied 432. 
Loman has served on the board for 32 
years and Worthen for six years 

PONTOON BEACH VOTING 

The incumbents of the Continued 
Village Improvement Party won re. 
election in Pontoon Beach. That full 
slate was unopposed, except for Village 
Board President Paul Bennett, who 
tallied 315 votes to 85 for challenger Don 
Watson 

Including 256 straight party votes, 
other members of the party re-elected 
were Village Clerk Mary Warren with 
369 votes and Trustees Glen Wilson with 
365, Loren Madison with 360 and Keith 
Biggs with 356. 

COMMERCE COMMISSION 

Granite City voters overwhelmingly 
ipproved an advisory referendum sug 
yesting that the Illinois Commerce 
Commission be changed from a body 
appointed by the governor to one of 
elected members. The referendum, 


which had 4,231 yes votes and 543 no 
votes, is not binding on the state’s 
General Assembly.

Health precaution 
for crock cooking

Cold, windy days inspire 
visions of steaming bowles of 
savory soups and thick 
stews. 

But not many of us want to 

or are able to — spend 
hours in the kitchen wat- 
ching the soup kettle simmer 
on the back burner. 

A convenient alternative is 
the crock pot, or slow 
cooker. It can simmer the 
soup or stew all day long, 
while we're at work or busy 
with other chores. However, 
the advantage of long, slow 
cooking can also be a hazard 
if consumers do not take cer- 
tain precautions. 

Because the slow cooker 
heats so slowly, food should 
be extra clean and handled 
as little as possible before 
going into the pot. This is 
especially true for meats. 
Careful handling will keep 
down the number of bacteria 
and minimize the chance of 
food poisoning 

tly slow cookers had 
thermostats that were not 
very precise and allowed 
large fluctuations of 
temperature. Today's 
models are more finely tun- 
ed and will maintain a cen- 
tral temperature of about 200 
degrees Fahrenheit when set 
on “‘low.”" 

This temperature is high 
enough to kill bacteria, but it 
takes from one to four hours 
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for the food in the middle of 
the cooker to reach that 
temperature, depending on 
the food being cooked. Extra 
cleaniness is necessary to 
protect the food while the 
temperature is rising. 

Also because of the slow 
hearing, unthawed frozen 
foods should never be put in 
the pot. Thawing the food in 
the cooker before starting to 
cook it slows the hearing 
time even more and could 
allow dangerous bacteria to 
grow 

If a soup or stew is already 
in the pot, a small amount of 
frozen vegetables could be 
added about a_ half-hour 
before serving. 

In addition, browning the 
meat portion of the meal in 
another pan before putting it 
in the cooker with other in- 
gredients will destroy any 
surface bacteria. Because 
this is where most bacteria 
are located on solid pieces of 
meat, it makes the food 

afer, 
at should also be 
trimmed from meat because 
fat heats more slowly than 
water 

Ground meats should 

ys browned before 
slow cooking to minimize the 
bacteria. Ground meats are 
handled much more and 
have a much greater surface 
area than solid pieces of 
meat, so they require special 
care. 

It is important to turn on 
the slow cooker immediately 
after filling it 

Never fill the cooker and 
set an automatic timer to 
start heating it later, All that 
food in a warm, moist en- 
vironment would provide the 
perfect place for harmful 
bacteria to grow. 

Even on a cold, windy day,

A Madison County grand 
jury probably will not make 
a decision today on its 
Nameoki Township in- 
vestigation, the Press- 
Record has learned. 

The investigation has 
“broadened” into ‘‘more 
specific instances’’ of alleg- 
ed misuse of funds, the 
source said. 

Since the probe started, 
investigators have ac 
cumulated much more 
evidence than first 
suspected, sources close to 
the probe say. Because of 
this, the investigation could 
take longer than had been 
anticipated. 


There still is a remote 


possibility that a decision 
could be returned, but 
sources said they seriously 
doubt that the grand jury 
would be prepared to end the 
investigation today. There 
are indications that the 
grand jury may split its time 
today between other county 
issues and the Nameoki 
Township probe. 

The investigation current- 
ly includes the possible 
misuse of both township 
funds and federal Communi- 
ty Development funds. 
Sources had maintained that 
the misuse of Community 
Development monies ‘involv- 
ed less than $10,000. 

As the investigation 
widens, however, sources in- 
dicated that the monies in 


volved in various misuses 
also could increase. 

Sources previously said 
that the inquiry would in- 
volve certain sewers in the 
township, but now say that 
the investigation is focusing 
more on the misuse of funds 
and certain equipment. 

Purchases that were not 
accurately indicated on in- 
voice forms still are being 
considered and that is one 
aspect in which the probe is 
deepening, a source said. 

Alleged misuse of equip- 
ment purchased with 
township funds remains a 
main consideration, it is 
believed. Sources said that 
much of the equipment in 
question was purchased for

As in many past elections, Tuesday's municipal and 
park voting here spotlighted the importance of each in- 
dividual casting a ballot . 

The most dramatic example was Granite City’s Sixth 
Ward, where Woodrow Moad edged Walter Milton 
to 546 and a third candidate totaled 235. 

In the Second Ward of Madison, a three-way race 
was won by a margin of 59 votes; the winner garnered 
45 percent of the ballot total 

Venice’s Second Ward aldermanic competition was 
decided by 70 votes 

Aware that each vote counts, and often counts a lot 
most City Council hopefuls in the local municipalities 
spent a lot of time knocking on doors and discussing 
issues with the residents. Those who do not *‘pound the 
pavement” in their wards usually end up wishing they 
had. 

Although the point about voting’s importance can 
best be made in small voting areas, it is also true 
regionally, statewide and nationally. It will be recalled 
that in 1960 a few Chicago area votes tipped the scales 
in Iinois to John F, Kennedy, who could not have gain 
ed the presidency without this state’s electoral votes 

‘As to Tuesday’s results, it is hard to argue with 
voters’ decisions, particularly where there was a big 
turnout. The whole purpose of the voting process, after 


all, is to determine the will of the majorily 

Many capable and diligent people gained public of 
fice for the first time or were re-elected. We wish them 
well in their two-year, four-year and six-year terms. 
Economic conditions will make it difficult for them to 
be effective, and they will need citizens’ continuing 
support, contact and ideas. 

Incumbents fared well in most instances. This is 
understandable, since they had enjoyed the opportuni 
ty to serve and become well known to the public 

Those candidates who had near-misses may wish to 
try again in the future. Many of our nation’s most suc 
cessful politicians can look back on one or more defeats 
early in their ¢ 

In the three cities as well as in the village of Pontoon 
Beach and the Granite City and Venice park districts, 
voters indicated they were satisfied generally with cur 
rent governmental policies 

Concern over rising utility rates led to an over- 
whelming vote in Granite City favoring election rather 
than appointment of Illinois Commerce Commission 
members. 

Venice voters showed willingness to expand and im 
prove their park facilities. The spending program they 
authorized was one of only a few that succeeded in this 
region: Alton and Highland school proposals lost 


Before a boom, a bit of gloom 


Why is the governor pushing for big, permanent tax 
increases? Because he is genuinely pessimistic about 
Illinois’ future, he says in presentations prepared for 
April 7 and 14 appearances by Budget Director Robert 
Mandeville before the Senate Committee on Budget 
and Finance. 

The chief executive may be wrong, or right, but 
legislators and citizens need to be aware of and to 
evaluate the assumptions behind the currently pending 
revenue proposals. This background needs full airing 
before a final vote is taken on next year’s stale tax 
levels. 

Governor Thompson expects unemployment in our 
state to remain 2 percent higher than the U.S. rate in 
1984 and 1 percent higher in 1985 and 1986. 

He sees wages in Illinois growing more slowly than in 
the 1970s because inflation will be less, employee con 
tract settlements may be less than inflation, and there 
will be a continuation of the trend toward fewer high- 
paying jobs and more low-paying positions. And wage 
levels of the general public have a big impact on the 
volume of state governmental revenue 

As Thompson sees it, “The world economy is 
undergoing fundamental change. The changes are not 
yet fully understood but are impacting both the 
and Illinois economies 


Traditional manufacturing processes are being 
relocated to other countries. Consequences to the U.S 
include high unemployment, a decline in traditional in 
dustries like steel, textiles, consumer electronics and 
autos, and increasing problems in the nation’s balance 
of trade. Illinois has been particularly hard hit 

Economic growth in both the U.S. and Illinois will 
be slower than in the past. It is also possible that 
economic growth in the next years will be ‘start and 
stop,’ as it has been since 1980 

“We think the national economy will begin to grow 
slowly after four consecutive years of little or no 
growth. The real gross national product is assumed to 
rise by about three percent 

S. unemployment is assumed to decline from 10 
percent in 1984 to eight percent in 1987, Economic 
growth is expected to continue throughout 1984-87 
without another recession. The inflation rate is assum- 
ed to remain about five or six percent. Illinois will 
recover, but slowly,"' the governor concludes 

He admits he is taking a conservative, even 
gloomy look ahead. His point is that Ilinoisans must 
keep in mind that whatever tax rates are set, they are 
unlikely to draw as much income to state coffers as 
would be the case in boom times

I'm afraid that some of 
your readers may have got 
ten the wrong impression 
from your March 17 
Dear Mark 
Don’t Forget GC." 


That editorial referred to a 
letter I had written to 
Senator Mark Hatfield, 
chairman of the Senate Ap- 
propriations Committee 
urging him to make sure that 
5 percent of the federal fun- 
ding in the jobs bill went to 
states and areas with the 
highest and longest term 
unemployment 


To me, it made absolutely 
no sense for Congress to pass 
a multi-billion-dollar bill to 
help people get back to work 
if the money was not actual- 
ly going to states like Mlinois 
where the largest numbers 
of people were without jobs. 

To emphasize my point 
that unemployment 
throughout our state has run 
much higher than the na- 
tional average, I listed for 
Senator Hatfield the double- 
digit unemployment fugures 
in the 12 largest cities in l- 
linois 

Obviously, if I had includ- 
ed Granite City and 50 other 


cities in Ilivois, the figures 
would have further driven 
home the point that 
targeting of federal jobless 
funds is cruc to helping 
those who are hardest hit by 
long-term unemployment 

Senator Hatfield 
understood my point and I 
am pleased that the final 
version of the jobs bill, sign- 
ed into law two weeks ago by 
President Reagan, targeted 
over 50 percent of the total 
funding to areas like Granite 
City with particularly high 
unemployment 

Included in the targeted 
amount is $3 million for run- 
way construction at Bi- 

te’s Park Airport as well 
as $6.3 million for im- 
provements at Scott Air 
Force base in St. Clair Coun- 
ty. While these projects are 
not in downtown Granite Ci- 
ty, they are close enough to 
help reduce unemployment 
in the area. 

The jobs bill is not a 
panacea. As I mentioned at

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37,200 pounds of cheese 
given out in seven hours 


By Valerie Evenden 
of the Press-Record 
No one is sure how the 
Salvation Army manages 
to accomplish the task of 
distributing huge 
amounts of cheese and 
butter, with a minimum 
of fuss, but a great deal of 
the credit must be afford- 
ed the ‘‘army’’ of 
volunteer workers, ac- 
cording to Jim and Sue 
Shiels, acting com- 

manding officers. 

Maxine Rutter, Salva- 
tion Army social worker, 
also praised the 
volunteers when she 
reported Tuesday that a 
record total of 37,200 
pounds of cheese in five- 
pound blocks, plus a ma- 
jor portion of 38,400 
pounds of butter, was 
given out to eligible area 
residents Monday. 

The Salvation Army 
had planned to continue 
the distribution of dairy 
products Wednesday 
through .Friday, but ail 
the cheese was gone in a 
single day, she said. ‘‘We 
will continue to give out 
any butter that’s left this 
week,"’ she added. 

Mrs. Rutter noted that 
a line of people waiting 
outside the Salvation Ar- 
my Community Center, 
3007 E. 23rd St., prior to 9 
a.m. Monday ‘stretched 
all the way to Nameoki 
Road.” 

Some time later, when 


traffic movement in the 
area became difficult, 
two police officers who 
were near the center due 
to an accident remained 
to direct traffic. Mrs 
Rutter reported 

“It's impossible to 
calculate how many peo 
ple we had Monday,” the 
social worker com- 
mented, explaining the 
cheese is distributed in 
accordance with the 
number of family 
members 

One fi pound block of 
cheese is given in 
dividuals and families, 
consisting of two or three 
people, and up to three 
five-pound blocks are 
received by families with 
eight or more members. 

Until the Salvation Ar- 
my agreed to take on the 
task of handling the free 
dairy products in March, 
Granite City's eligible 
families had been without 
the free cheese program 
since last fall, while other 
area townships were 
receiving shipments on a 
regular basis. 

Salvation Army Cap- 
tains Donald and Barbara 
Salsbury, former com- 
manders here, stressed 
their concern about the 
situation to state officials 
and arranged for cheese 
shipments to be resumed 
to Granite City prior to 
the officers leaving the 
community last month

Ammonia handling 
hazards outlined

Madison County farmers 
using anhydrous ammonia 
this spring as their source of 
nitrogen should be aware of 
necessary safety precau- 
tions 


Anhydrous ammonia has a 
boiling point of minus 28 
degrees Fahrenheit. It can 
cause burns by freezing and 
caustic action. One squirt in 
the eye can cause blindness. 

Federal standards require 
that you carry a five-gallon 
container of water with any 
ammonia transporting vehi- 
cle. Water is the only an- 
tidote for ammonia injury 

If you receive ammonia in 
the eye, flush the eye con- 
tinuously for 15 minutes with 
water. This flushing must be 
started immediately after an 
accident. 

It is important to keep a 
small container of water 
such as a squirt bottle with 
you at all times. If you are 
blinded by a sting of am- 
monia, you may need the 
small water container 
because you may have trou- 
ble finding the five-gallon 
container.

The number of foreign 
students enrolled at 
Southern Illinois University 
at Edwardsville is up over 
last year’s count. There are 
313 students, compared to 
299 at the same time last 
year. 

This year’s foreign 
students originate from 52 
countries and six continents. 
Last year, only 49 nations 
made up the count. Most of 
the students come from 
Asia, with the largest 
percentage from Malaysia. 

Kathryn Kumler, director, 
of the Office of International 
Education at SIUE, credits 
the university's location for 
the enrollment increase and 
the overall popularity of the 
institution. 

“SIUE is an 
campus for foreign 
students,” Mrs. Kumler 
said. ‘‘We’re a small com- 
munity located near a large 
city with many kinds of 
ethnic foods available. Since 
SIUE has apartments in- 
stead of dorms, they can do 
their own cooking.”’ 


Foreign students hear 
about SIUE through their 
schools or libraries. In the 
past, SIUE has published 
advertisements in the 
American College and 
Universities Guide to attract 
potential studéats.

Debate funding for cleanup program

Another battle in the ongo- 
ing war between Nameoki 
Town Board members and 
Highway Commissioner 
Frank Mehelic took place at 
the regular town board 
meeting Monday night 
Angry over recent cuts in his 
operating budget, Mehelic 
refused to sign a contract 
which would provide for an 
environmental cleanup pro- 
gram unless the operating 
funds are reinstated 

Board'members cut $4,500 
from Mehelic’s budget, 
lowering his personal ex- 
penses, gasoline expenses, 
and lawyer’s fee. According 
to Mehelic, the environmen- 
tal program, which would 
contract the highway crew to 
remove limbs and large 
throwaway items such as 
refrigerators from 
residences, cannot operate 
under the new budget. Two 
thousand dollars would be 


allocated monthly to provide 
for the cleanup and Mehelic 
claims that $24,000 would not 
cover the cost of gasoline, 
dumping, and manpower 
“Twenty-four thousand 
dollars doesn't come close to 
covering ‘this situation,” 
Mehelic said. ‘‘You have a 
choice, You can reinstate my 
budget or you can bid out for 
the work to be done by an 
outside firm. If you replace 
the budget as it should be, 
then we have no problem,” 
he added 

Mehelic did agree to sign 
the contract if he were also 
given total responsibility 
over the program. “It has to 
be done my way,” he stated 
“T have to make sure that 
it’s done properly and for the 
good of the people. If it can 
be done for the good ‘of the 
people, then I’m all for it.” 

Trustee W. Lee Adams 
challenged Mehelic, saying 
that the budget cuts did not 
affect the cost of the cleanup 
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plan in any way. ‘The cuts 
were made in your personal 
expenses — your gas and at- 
torney fee,” he said. ‘This 
program has nothing to do 
with them.”” 

Commenting on Mehelic’s 
insistence that the contract 
be for the good of the people, 
Adams said, ““This is a wor- 
thwhile program. If it is 
operated properly, it can be 
done for $24,000. What we 
don’t want is the crew spen- 
ding eight-hour days in each 
of the 12 precincts when it 
can be done in three or four 
days.’ 

Adams suggests that 
schedules of pickup days 
(tentatively the first and 
15th of each month) be 
published in the newspaper, 
and precincts will be visited 
according to the schedule. 
“The crew can make the 
rounds according to the 
schedule and be finished 
within three or four days,” 
he said. . 

Trustee Joe Garcia_also 
reminded Mehelic that 
gasoline usage at the 
township was to be recorded 
daily and presented in a 
monthly report to the board 
The request from Lee 
Adams had been approved in 
February and Mehelic has 
refused to comply with the 
order. ‘‘We are asking you 
nicely to submit your mon- 
thly reports to the board,” 
Garcia said. “Why don’t you 
just let us know so that we 
don’t have to fuss and fight 
about this all of the time.”” 


Mehelic reiterated his 
previous response, saying 
that he is doing what is re- 
quired of him. ‘I don't like 
all of this fighting either,” he 
stated. ‘‘1 would like us to get 
a committee together and 
talk about this like grown- 
ups.”” 

In other business, Super- 
visor Harry Briggs reported 
that the Jobs Bill recently 
signed by President Reagan 
allocates $1.2 billion for 


Community Development 
Block Grants to Madison 
County, and qualifying areas 
in the township may obtain 
some of that money. Ac- 
cording to Briggs, the 
highest priority is the con- 
struction of sewers in the 
State Park, East Madison- 
Cloverleaf, and Eagle Park 
areas. “God knows that 
these people have waited 
long enough for sewers,” he 
said. ‘‘We have put them 
high on our list of priorities 
when, and if, we get any fun- 
ding.” 
Briggs explained that 
funds will be allocated to 
communities which have 
developed working plans for 
certain projects and plans 
were drawn up in the early 
1960's for this particular pro- 
ject. “These statistics apply 
because nothing has chang- 
ed in the area since then,” he 
said 

Applications for the fun- 
ding must be in by July 1 
and Briggs feels that the 
township stands a good 
chance of getting a grant 
“It's not exactly first - 
come - first-served, but 
those communities with 
plans already worked out 
stand the best chance of 
receiving money,’ he stated. 

Trustees also approved 
resolutions issuing tax an- 
ticipation warrants in the 
amount of $20,000 for the 
board and $40,000 for the 
highway commissioner. 


Only Trustee Helen 
Hawkins opposition to the 
warrants, citing the high in- 
terest rates and previous ac- 
tion by the board to 
eliminate the need for the 
warrants. “I’m against them 
because the interest is too 
high and because we in- 
stated tax collectors to 
eliminate the tax anticipa- 
tion warrants,” she said 

Supervisor Briggs defend- 
ed the board’s decision, ex- 
plaining that the warrants 
are necessary because the

fidence to city Street 
Superintendent Mac War- 
field during the city election 
Tuesday. 

Two incumbent aldermen, 
Warren Decatur in the 
Fourth Ward and Walter 
Milton in the Sixth Ward, ap- 
pear to havé been voted out 
of office, although Milton’s 
vote is only three short of 
victory and he says he is 
almost certain he will de- 
mand a recount if the official 
canvass of the votes does not 
change the totals.

Milton considers recount

Fourth Ward Alderman 
Walter Milton, who fell short 
by only three votes in his bid 
for election, is Imost 
positive’’ he will request a 
vote recount. 

In contast, confident wi 
ner Woodrow ‘‘Wood 
Moad was hoarse Wednes- 
day as the result of his first 
victory hurrah when the vote 
count was announced Tues- 
day night. 

According to a 
preliminary tally, Milton 
was defeated 549 to 546 by 
Moad, committeeman for 
Granite City Precinct 36 
Third-place candidate Ross 
Halbrook received 235 votes. 

Moad said he has con- 
ducted a six-year campaign 
to become Sixth Ward alder- 
man and believes he is the 
winner this year. “It was a 
very close election,’’ he com- 
mented. On the other hand, 
he feels, ‘‘The judges have 
been pretty capable in the 
past.”” 

A recount could possibly 
mean more votes for 
himself, Moad said. 

Milton is awaiting results 
of the city’s required vote 
canvass before making a 
decision whether to formally 
request an official recount 
by the county 

Granite City Clerk Robert 
W. Stevens expected the 
local vass to begin 
this morning in the office of 
Mayor Paul Schuler. The 
mayor, the clerk and city at- 
torney are members of the 
city’s vote canvassing 
board. Stevens expects it to

Exploratory leaves 


The Granite City School 
Board decided 6-1 Tuesday 
night to expand its ex- 
ploratory leave program to 
all categories of school 
employees. 

In the past, the option was 
offered only to certificated 
personnel. Six teachers have 
taken year-long exploratory 
leaves, five later returning 
to their faculty positions and 
one remaining permanently 
in a new field of work, 

Particularly in years when 
the district has been reduc- 
ing its staff by honorably 
dismissing employees, the 
exploratory leave plan was 
viewed as a way of reducing 
the number who must be laid 
off 

It has enabled teachers to 
test other kinds of employ- 
ment, while retaining the 
right to return to District 
Nine if their new line of work 
did not prove to be as en- 
joyable as the education 
field 

As it now reads, the ex- 
ploratory leave policy allows 
the board to ‘grant a leave 
of absence for personnel, 
without pay, for one year to 
explore careers outside of 
District Nine. 

“This policy is in effect for 
the 1982-83 and 1983-84 years 
and will be reviewed prior to 
the 1984-85 year for further 


superintendent of 
schools is responsible for the 
issuance and execution of 
appropriate administrative 
policy, rules, and-or regula- 
tions."” 

Rules say that all ap- 
plicants must have ‘a 
minimum of six consecutive 
years of full-time employ 
ment in this school district." 

Such leaves are without 
pay or fringe benefits during 
the year, but the applicant 
may elect to continue his or 
her insurance with the 


district at the employee's ex- 
pense during the exploratory 
leave. 

Applicants apply in 
writing prior to May 15. The 
board, upon the superinten- 
dent’s recommendation, 
may grant the leave in May 
of the school year prior to the 
leave. This year’s considera- 
tion will occur on May 17. 

‘Those granted an ex- 
ploratory leave must notify 
the superintendent of their 
intention to return to their 
position, or their intention 
not to return, prior to March 
1 of the July-June leave 
year 

“Should an individual 
decide to return to re- 
employment afterward, he 
will be entitled to re- 
employment only if he would 
have been employed by the 
district had he not been on 
exploratory leave—and in a 
job category available to 
him had he not been on 

e 

“There is no guarantee, 
upon return from a leave of 
absence, of any particular 
work assignment. All 
reassignments will be made 
in accord with current board 
policy and statutory re. 
quirements,” Supt. B. J 
Davis said. 

‘An exploratory leave does 
not constitute a break in con- 
tinuous service 


Personnel on exploratory 
leave cannot return from it 
before the year is over, nor 
can they do substitute work 
in the district 

David Partney voted 
against the change, and 
Dewey Melton questioned 
whether the expansion might 
increase the district's liabili- 
ty in the event of an acci- 
dent, such as an employee on 
leave suffering a fall “while 
climbing the Rocky Moun- 
tains.”

Thomas R.° Brimberry, 
former Granite Cityan who 
is a key figure in the Stix & 
Co. stock brokerage scandal, 
denied Monday threatening 
Jerry S. Maeras and Arthur 
Miller Jr. with a gun 

Now in custody at the St 
Louis County correctional 
facility at Gumbo, 
Brimber! stified at a 
hearing on his request that 
his $200,000 bail be reduced. 

Judge Clyde S. Cahill took 
the request under study and 
ordered U.S. marshals to 
make Brimberry available 
to his lawyers and defense 
accountants at the. federal 
courthouse in St. Louis. He is 
to go on trial this spring, 


Supt. B. J. Davis said all

Early planting 
of corn urged 


The ideal corn planting 
dates in Illinois are ingthe’ 
first ten days of May, ac- 
cording to Ronald E. Corn- 
well, agricultural adviser in 
Madison County 

Yield losses from planting 
later than mid-May are 
greater than the yield reduc- 
tions sometimes seen when 
corn is planted in April, so 
growers should begin plan- 
ting early in order to finish 
on time, he said, adding 

“Seed placement is impor- 
tant with early planting. 
Since soils are warmer near 
the surface, seeds should not 
be planted deepr than 11% to 2 
inches. 

“Planting population may 
be inreased 1,000 to 2,000 
seeds per acre if planting 
sarly 

“Full-season hybrids will 
aake better use of the grow- 
ing season if planted early. If, 
iull-season hybrids“ are 
planted late, high harvest 
moisture and increased risk 
of frost injury may result, as 
well as lower yields. 

“Early planted corn bas a 
greater risk of frost damage 
early in the season. But as 
long as the growing point re- 
mains beneath the soil sur- 
face, there is little or no 
danger of yield reduction."’ *

Highway deaths 
reduced in state, 
Madison County 


Traffic fatalities on Illinois 
highways and roads during 
March decreased 13.9 per- 
cent from the same month of 
1982, 93 compared to 108. The 
March 1981 toll was 100. 

The 322 fatalities for the 
three months of 1983 are an 
increase of 11 percent from 
the 290 deaths for the same 
period of 1982, and a 
decrease of 14.4 percent 
from the 376 deaths in 
January-March 1981. 

In the past month, there 
were 13 pedestrians killed in 
13 accidents, 11 persons kill- 
ed in nine accidents involv- 
ing motorcycles, and one 
person killed in a railroad 
crossing accident. 

There were two Madison 
County fatalities in March. 
The three so far this year are 
down sharply from this coun- 
ty’s eight road deaths in the 
first quarter of 1982.
